When the Toronto delegation left for Qiir- 
i< i bee there were tlircn main i.«sues or) which wc 

had clear objectives. Firstly, on tho Russian ; 
g'j.' exchange our position .was clear; last year the 
[Sf/vi University of .Toronto had voted in favor of ■ 
(îç'?:: the tnurjn a general referendum. This, fall 
^' the S.\ig|BoUc(i. the Colleges and . Faculties 
\ once moi^^flnd the re.Milt was a vote of 17-2 
ij^,; in favor of the tour. On that paramount issue 
our position was clear. - 
< Secondly, we were concerned that NFCl'S 
ihould develop more cohe.<ion and efficiency. 
Wc carried with us an S.\C rc.«olution rcquest- 
? ' ing an investigation into the . possibility of 
having a full-time president of NFCUS who 
would drop his year and spend his time visit- 
ing the mcml^cr universities to furt|ier NFCUS

. ..Thirdly, we wanted to change the whole

Iilished, hut the RiiMÎwv'totir -was the "big 
ssur." The vast majority of universities ha"d 
; voted to reverse the po.^iilion taken by In.^t 
;V year's executive and to invite the Rns.-iians. 

• In the commission tiic vole .favored the tour 

• by a majority of Ifi to 4, with'Laval absent. 

• Then the fireworks began. Articles in 
!; Quebec newspapers said Laval would secede 
1; if the conference voted in favor of the tour. 

In the commission the tension mounted stead- 
'* ily. As the meeting moved on to consider the 
ribsidiary practical... .questions, an unhealthy 
tendency emergçaUp^lëgatesfàbstained from 
.Voting on many'issiieg.'-- In somo'cases there 
■ -were as many abstaining as voting. This

By the time Ithc conference moved into, 
plenarj' session ôt\_Thursday, tho tinfortunate, 
and as yet totally unexplained, interview with 
Premier Duplcssis was front page news. We 
lind, as yet, no official statement from Laval 
on liie soce.'sion qiicstio nS Bl B nhdc a speech 
pleading with them to di alB ^Mftc themselves 
frora *he project but noSjiPaSr Their delc-^ 
gates just shook iheir heads'.'^' 

There was much hectic debate. (This was 
about the loth hour of an 18-hour day.) The 
; motion op the referendum' was ^then before 
Uie conference; It read; "Is. your Student 
Council in favor of a visit to Canada by a 
Russian student delegation consisting of 12 
to' .15 mcmb^n|t||||||yriod of npproNimatelv 
three weckïî^iPPRBPrucial nmcndmcnt to 
this motion reads as follows: 'provided that it 
cau^e no member university to^change its re- 
lationship to NFCUS." i . gpokclllong and 
passionately a'gainst that nmendnient. Mc- 
Mnster, which had opposed the lotir all along, 
spoke against the amendment. The amend- 
ment gave the powcFdf.vcto to any one mem- 
ber university and had implications far be- 
yond the Russian tour. It was carried bv a 
vote of 11-8. We had lost. x " 

I feel the amendment should have been de- 
feated.. After it passed I was bittcrlv dis- 
appointed and I'm still not happy. But I 
. accepted the lAC mondatc because I Hid not 
feel NFCUS sho\ild bo nliowrd to founder 
however disastrous that vote was. By refus- 
ing the principle of the Soviet-Canadian ex- 
change tour we have handed , the . Russians a 
propaganda bonanza. We lay ourselves open 
to charges that wc, too,' have an "iron cur- 
tain,^' Wc have blundered. 

Rut wc should not also give to the ."^ovipt 
t:ommittec of Anti-Fascist Youth the addi- 
tional satisfaction of' knowing that;, by one 
nicely timed telegram, they had succeeded in 
dissolving NFCUS. We must continue in the 
hope that we caa erase the effect of our bung- 
ling. I took the lAC mandate in the belief 
that with that evidence of Toronto's intention 
to remain in NFCUS, those thinking of seces- 
sion might reconsider. . 

This is the year in which NFCUS must 
justify our hope. If Toronto votes to remain 
in NFCUS that vote must also be an indica- 
tion that \ve intend to put forth great effort.

determine the righteousness 
of one of two conflieting 
ideologies.) ; 

Since June of (1950 we have 
gained 'a nodding acquaintance 
with such names as Pusan, Taugu, 
Inchon and Seoul. We have been 
made aware of narrow , winding 
streets, bearded elders, and grimy 
street vendors; We have been told 
that Korea, is a country of barren, 
bleak , winters and unproductive 
.^oll. These are the factors which 
have caused us to .visûalizc . the 
land as merely a battleground. 
■ "This impression must be cleared 
u)) if we are to gain any Insight 
Into the flulws of the country"' and 
its people. Korea Is a land of 
Immenise physical diversity. To the 
Korean people,- the country If, 
"Chosun"., or "Morning Calm" a'nd 
It is a homeland; to the world, 
Korea represents the focal point 
of a Chincse-Japanese-Russian 
tri-inslr and in therefore, of tre- 
mendous strategiL" Importance. 

The Korean Is part of an al- 
most entirely homogeneous 
group; that Is he shares a com- 
nfon racial backgroond, speaks 
the same language, and has 
similar physical chararl('rl<:tl('^. 
In the .North, he may aid in 
the prndiictlon of ra^j'' mater- 
tati; in the South he may con- 
struct the implements to gain 



those ra>v materials or he may 
farm his land and work In the 
paddy fields.' Whatever he 
. does he is aldliig one half of the 
country Industrially or agri- 
culturally. 

The land lying north and south 
of the thirty-eighth parallel, pre 
ae'nts an almost '^''''^^^iit^'j^j^jf. 
geographic struclure.'STnw^^Sli^ 
too possesses an enormous degree 
of change. Northern . winteri are 
long and freezing while the south' 
ern climate is damp and fog 
bound. The farming of the land is 
frequently difficult due to mount 
ainous and rocky areas in the 
north which .cut down into, the 
south. 

Dcîpite thi.s much has been 
done in recent years to facilitate 
acquisition of the areas around 
P'onyang where . large, mineral de- 
posits are to be found. In the south 
the textile Industry has fiourishrd 
'and the paddy fieItU provide la- 
ibour for many people. Between 
the north and south therj 
a plan of mutual aid throu" 
each half of the country ■"Benëfl 
by - the other's produce.
